Overhaul  of  Traffic  Laws 
And  New  Parking  Rules

Urged  by  Chief  ol  Police 

\^ariiin<iLi»lils,  Traffic  Meters  Urved  for  Mcloria; 
Police  Gommission  lo  Consider  IVoposals  Saturday 

A city-wide  plan  for  a complete  overhaul  of  traffic  and  parking  regulations 
was  presented  to  the  Police  Commission  yesterday  afternoon  by  Chief  J.  A. 
McLcllan. 

The  plan  incKides  elimination  of  lelthand  turns  on  a section  of  Douglas  Street, 
marking  of  traffic  lanes,  installation  of  warning  lights,  restriction  of  parking 
time  throughout  the  downtown  area,  elimination  of  angle  parking  on  main 
streets,  installation  of  parking  meters,  and  a number  of  other  major  changes  m 
present  regulations. 

The  plan  will  be  considered  in  detail  at  a six^  ial  meet- 
ing of  the  police  commission  Saturday  morning  at  11. 

Mayor  Percy  E George,  chairman  of  the  commission, 
complimented  the  chief  on  his  recommendations.  |X)inling 
out  that  few  people  realized  that  the  population  of  Victoria 
had  increased  nearly  45  per  cent  since  1939,  and  necc.s- 
sitaled  widespread  improvements  tn  handling  traffic 

Commissioner  B J Gadsden  termed  )t  * a very  progres- 
sive report”  and  .stated  it  must  be  given  very  careful  con- 
■ sideration 

In  presenting  his  rec’ommendatlons  Chief  MclVlIan 
pointed  out  that  "the  continued  increase  in  vehicular  traf- 
fic will  require  drastic  reductions  and  control  of  curb  park- 
ing space."  Priority  in  the  use  of  city  streets  should  be 
given  to  moving  vehicles,  secondly  to  vehicles  loading  or 
unloading  merchandise  and  lastly  to  parked  cars,  he

I he  question  has  to  do  more  with  the  pace 
than  With  the  object  of  these  credits  What 
is  the  limit  (hat  Canada  can  safely  afford, 
even  in  the  interests  of  helping  the  world  to 
resume  its  trade’  A thou.sand  million  dol- 
lars. by  comparison  is  two  and  a half  times 
the  normal  pitwar  budget  »n  Canada.  It 
was  the  war  that  boosted  us  into  the  billions, 
and  those  billions  have  to  come  in  the  last 
analysis  from  the  taxpayers.  No  one  denies 
the  need  ot  Canada  playing  Iht  tair  pan  m 
the  reconstruction  of  the  world,  and  toward 
the  resumption  of  world  trade  On  the  otlicr 
hand,  a nation  of  twelve  million  people  has 
not  inexhau.stible*  resour*.es  in  ca.sh.  credit  or 
income. 

I he  nomimun  would  do  well  to  take  the 
public  more  fully  into  its  confidence  and  set 
out  what  the  future  program  is  likefv  to  be 
How  many  external  loans  are  proposed,  to 
VC  horn  and  for  wh.ii  amounts’  Mow  w ill 
the  use  of  these  resources  bear  on  internal 
policies,  and  the  amount  of  money  that  llv 
Dominion  wilt  have  available  for  national 
projects  at  home?  Correlation  and  integra' 
tion  of  external  and  domestic,  requirements 
cannot  be  ignored,  nor  do  we  impiv  that  thev 
have  been.  At  the  same  lime  only  piecemeal 
explanations  have  been  giv'en  \X'hat  is  the 
total  program  and  how  will  it  work  ' 

DtiyJigitl  Saving 

The  year  is  rolling  around  again  to  longer 
days  and  briefer  nights  than  W'lnier  brings. 
In  a few  months  there  will  be  daylight  at 
morning  and  evening  beyond  wliai  is  used, 
and  the  perennial  question  will  arise  as  to 
daylight  saving.  I here,  the  United  King- 
dom has  set  an  example  to  the  world.  Great 
Britain  has  not  gone  ofl  daylight  saving  m 
season  since  the  Great  War.  It  is  imposed 
nationally  and  by  calendar  when  there  is  some 
real  advantage  to  be  gained  by  moving  the 
cliKk  ahead  The  veartime  two  hour  advance 
may  have  gone,  but  daylight  saving  will  he 
used  in  the  Motherland  again  this  year.  How 
about  Canada? 

It  i*  of  importance  in  this  land  with  rail 
and  flying  services,  that  national  agreement  be 
reached  on  the  point  il  that  i.s  possible,  and  it 
should  be  possible.  Failing  that,  there  should 
be  at  least  regional  concurrence,  whereby  areas 
closely  related  in  their  life  and  business  will 
obnerve  the  same  arrangement  1 o the  great 
majority  of  people  daylight  saving  has 
brought  some  gain . and  noticeably  so  to  iho<e 
who  arc  cooped  up  in  the  cities  throughout 
their  working  day.  The  farmers  dislike  the 
device  but  as  a group  th^y  are  less  wedded  to 
the  clock  than  any  other  in  the  tommuniiv 
It  IS  the  urban  dw  eller  whose  time  is  measured 
out  hv  the  minute  and  second 

Here  in  the  West,  daylight  saving  has 
brought  considerable  advantage,  not  only  in 
the  working  day  but  also  in  the  free  time  that 
precedes  and  follows  that  It  would  be  a 
pitv  to  see  lapse  a system  which  lound  a good 
many  people  in  firm  concurrence  on  its  bene- 
fits, and  one  which  made  leisure  time  in  day- 
light possible  for  tens  of  thousands  of  people 
otherwiK  denied  this  privilege  At  the  same 
time,  uniformity  is  essential  in  the  matter  If 
Canada  will  not  rc.sume  daylight  saving  as  a 
national  measure  then'  the  Vk'est  ought  to 
reach  an  agreement  on  its  own.

It  was  a holocaust  re- 
armed only  by  the  shining  valor  of  those 
mho  took  part,  and  outitanding  w-4s  the  tale 
of  the  unknown  padre  who  refused  unctuary 
in  the  last  returning  boar  in  order  to  go  back 
to  those  left  on  the  beaches  Me  chose  cap- 
tivity VO  that  be  might  continue  to  serve  the 
men  hr  had  voluniarilv  accompanied  in  that 
cpk  raid.

legend,  and  hii  identity  was  JimIomJ  onlv 
recently.  The  full  story  of  bis  heroism  is 
told  for  the  flrst  time  in  the  announcement  of
